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1. Abowt 11 December 1918 the Caechoslovak Government instructed ite 
Charged d'affaires in Tehran, Ivo Spoutil, to undsrtake negotiations 
with the Iranien Foreign Office regarding a civil air agreenent. 


@o As of 11 January 1919, Spoutdil had yot not complied, because he had 
been awaiting a more opportune time, informant states. However, 
the new Czech Chargé d'affaires in Tehran, Richard Slansky, who 
arrived there on 5 Jamary, will probably discuss this matter with the 
Ivanian Foreign Office in the near future, acoording to informant. 


30 Spoutil, who is also aceredited to Iraq, was instructed to offer a 
similar air agreement similtaneously to the Iraqi Government, but 
he had likewise postponed this action. 
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
